(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
first in a series of three articles by 
Ralph H. Taylor, farm leader and 
legislative observer for California 
farm cooperatives, analyzing bills 
enacted by the Legislature which 


will shortly become law).

More than 1200 new laws, many 
of them affecting agriculture and 
farm people, will be written into the 
California statute books on Septem- 
ber 13, the date when most of the 
enactments of the 1941 State Legis- 
lature will become effective. 


The number of measures intro- 
duced at this year’s session—4012 
bills and 93 proposed constitutional 
amendments — came very close to 
the record-breaking figure of two 
years ago. In only two previous 
sessions have more than 4,000 bills 
been introduced. 


Of the huge total introduced, 1422 
bills and 14 proposed constitutional 
amendments (the latter must be 
ratified by the people) were approv- 
ed by the two legislative houses. 
Governor Olson signed 1264 bills and 
allowed 12 others to become law 
without his signature. 

Bight bills, including the bitter- 
ly-contested anti “hot-cargo” act, 
were passed by the legislature over 
the governor’s veto. The fate of this 
bill, however, which would prohibit 
labor from using the vicious sec- 
ondary boycott weapon in labor dis- 
putes, still hangs in the balance. 
Labor leaders, in an attempt now 
to force the bill to a vote of the 
people and delay its enforcement, 
have circulated referendum peti- 
tions against it, but until county 
clerks have checked the names it 
will not be known whether suffici- 
ent valid signatures were obtained 
to qualify the referendum. ; 


Enactment of the anti “hot car- 


go” bill by a two-thirds majority of , 


both houses thereby over-riding the 
governor’s veto, was, without doubt, 
the outstanding accomplishment of 
the 1941 session. Also of vital im- 
portance was the enactment of the 
anti-sabotage bill, providing stiff 
penalties for persons guilty ef at- 
tempting to sabotage defense in- 
dustries. : 

Of major importance to the farm- 
ing industry, likewise, was the en- 
actment of A. B. 1135, amending the 
“One Day of Rest in Seven” law' to 
provide that the prohibition against 
work on the seventh day shall NOT 
apply ‘‘to work performed in the ne- 
cessary care of animals, crops or 
agricultural lands.” 

The original law has been on the 
statute books since 1893, but never, 
until the last two years, has there 
been any difficulty with a reason- 
able application of the law. The 
present Director of the State De- 
partment of Industrial Relations, 
however, has seen fit to so strictly 
interpret the old law as to make its 
reasonable application impossible. A 
classic example was his ruling that 
it was unlawful for a person to 
milk cows seven consecutive days in 
the week. The same interpretation 
would have applied to the feeding 
of animals. 

Many inquiries have come to this 
writer, asking what type of work

| An official broadcast by Fernand 
De Brinon, Vichy representative of 
Paris, said that Deat’s condition 
was extremely critical and that La- 
| Val’s condition continued serious.

Special Senate Committee 
On Pensions Favors Drastic 
Changes In Present Law

WASHINGTON, (i—The special 
senate committee on old age pen- | 
sions today recommended drastic 
changes in the present old-age in- 
surance system to provide minimum 
pensions of $30 a month to all cit- 
izens over 60 years of age. 

The committee, headed by Sen. 
Sheridan Downey, D., Calif., pro- 
posed that the present employer- 
employe payroll tax be increased to 
six per cent to finince its plan 


$3,240,000,000 annually. 


The committee’s proposals were 
made in a majority report to the 
senate which was signed by Downey | 
and Sens. Claude Pepper, D., Fia., 
Robert Robert M. La Follette, Prog., | 
Wis., and John Thomas, R., Ida. 

Sen. Thomas F. Green, D., R. L., | 


i filed a minority report contending | 


to } 


that expenditure of “additional huge 
hums seems unreasonable at the 
present time.” He said it would be 
a deterrent to the government’s at- 
tempt to prevent ‘disastrous infla- 


tures from the present level of $220,- 
000,000 to $3,240,000,000 annually. 

The majority would broaden the | 
present pension system by including | 
virtually all categories of workers | 
now excluded from participation— 
self-employed persons, farmers and 
farm workers, and federal, state and 
municipal employes. 

It would also make pensions pay- 
able five years in advance of the 
presently scheduled time and allow 
the $30 minimum monthly pay- 
ment to everyone, regardless of the 
size of previous earnings. The pen- 
Sion in the present system varies 
witha the amount of earnings prior 
to the beginning of pension Pay- 
ments. 

The committee’s plan calls for 
general pensions of $20 per month 
to be paid beginning July 1, 1942, 
and to be increased to $30 a month 
after Jan. 1, 1943. 

The committee based its recom- 
mendations on the~ prospect of a 
$100,000,000,000 national income in 
1943. It asked that the combined | 
employer-employe payroll tax be 
raised to four per cent on Jan. 1, 
1943, and to six per cent a year 
later, instead of on Jan. 1, 1949, as

cial security act.

will be permitted on a seven-day 
week basis under the new amend- 
ment. The terms of the new amend- 
ment must be fairly strictly con- 
strued; that is, where work MUST 
be done to prevent loss or injury to 
animals, crops or agricultural lands, 
the day of rest requirement may be 
ignored, but only in such instances. 

Under the amended law, farm 
cooks may work a seven-day-week 
where conditions are such that re- 
lief cannot practically be had. As 
for farm mechanics, if their work 
om the seventh day is required on 
machinery which could not be pre- 
pared for use by the others who 
must work that day, then such work 
is “necessary;” otherwise, not. Farm 
sub-foremen, when needed to see 
that wohk is performed by those 
doing “necessary” work, will be per- 
mitted to work seven days. 

The relief afforded agriculture 
from too rigid enforcement of the 
“One Day of Rest in Seven” law is 
intended only to permit more than 
six days of work in seven when it is 
really necessary. Persons whose 
work is not absolutely necessary 
must still have one day off in sev- 
en. The continuance of this ex- 


emption will deyvend upon employers 


acting in good faith and not abus- 


ing the privilege accorded them. The 


general intent of the law is to pro- 


vide one day of rest in seven—and 


no farm work should be placed on 
a@ seven-day-week basis except in 


definite injury or loss would other- 


wise result.
